Many northern Michigan communities will be 
sponsiring morel hunting contests the first part of 
May. However, Frederic is the only community in 
Crawford and Roscommon Counties sponsoring one 
this year. . tt 

Frederic’s. morel week is May 6 through May 20. 
[he business associaticn is sponsoring the event. 

Bob Schlusler and Chum Longworth, managers of 
the Houghton Lake and Grayling Chambers of 
Commerce ‘respectively, report that many mushroom 
hunters invade the local woods each year and carry 
away many of the little brown mushrooms. They are 
looking for good hunting this year. 

One popular item with Chambers of Commerce is 


the mushroom bulletin printed by Michigan State . 


University’s Cooperative Extension Service entitled 
“May is Morel Month in Michigan.” 

Nearly 500 of these bulletins have beon distributed 
to Chambers of Commerce in the two-county area. The 
demand grows greaier wiin each passing year. 

Mrs. Inarid Rartelli, District Extension Consumer 
Marketing Information Agent, Marquette, Michigan, 
author of the bulletin suggests several places to look 
for the fungi. 

“Look first for a stand of aspen, in young second 
growth hardwood, near spruce stumps, in old 
orchards, near a dead or dying elm, in the charred ash 


ot last year’s forest fire, in a stand of ash trees and © 


wherever bracken fern grows.” She also suggests 
following the ravines. There is usually more moisture 
for growing of mushrooms there. 

The Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
also puts out a more! bulletin, called “Michigan's 
Morels,” which is available at ONR field offices. 

The Cooperative Extension Service bulletin is 
available at the Cooperative Extension Service office in 
Rescommon, and in the courthouses at Grayling and 
Roscommon.

Youth Services Bureau Receives Grant 


Youth Services Bureau of 
Northeast Michigan has receiv- 
ed a grant from the Cffice of 
Criminal Justice Programs for 
the planning snd coordination 
of youth services in a ten 
county drea. Counties included 
are Alcona, Alpena, Cheboy- 
gan, Crawford, Iosco, Mont- 
morency, Ogemaw, Oscoda, 
Oisego, and Presque Isle. Dir- 
the planning will be completed 
with the hopes that new 
programs can be introduced in 
Northeast Michigan to help 
prevent juvenile delinquency 
and help those youths who are 
delinquent to develop more 
productive gouis and avoid 
further law-breaking, 

Shea feels that efforts to curb 
delinquency have often provid- 
ed too little, too late, for too 
few. The expense to the public 
has been higher than it needs to 
be. When a youth commits a 
crime, the loss gees much 
further than the damage done 
to property. The loss ineurred 
in the many hours spent by law 
enforcement officials, judges, 
court workers, and other are 
self-esteem and the loss of 
personal growth of a youth 
involved in crime. If we can 
work with youth before they 
get into trouble our efforts will 
prove more fruitful and less 
costly, 

It is hoped that the Youth 
Services Bureau planning ef- 
forts will lead towards pro- 
grams such as volunteer proba- 
tion workers, who would work 
with youth who have getten 
into trouble with the law in 
helping them provide a chal- 
lenging living situation to 
youths under the care of the 
courts; and schvol programs 
which would help students with 
behavior problems to take a 
deeper interest in their goals 
for the future. 

Youth Services Bureau is 
especially interested in devel- 
oping new services in sparsely 
populated counties, because 
very often it is these counties 
which are least able to provide 
the needed services, It is Mr. 
Shea's feeling that residents of 
Northeast Michigan have shown 
a great deal of concern for 
youth, but that when it comes 
to setting up the needed 
programs, the area has not 
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been getting its fair share of 
available state and federal 
funds, 

Recent statistics from the 
Office of Criminal Justice Pro- 
grams indicate that Northeast 
Michigan is second only to 
Wayne County in the number of 
erimes per population; and the 
rate of criminal activity is 
rising at an alarming rate.

Advanced lesson o! “sit” and 
come— 

Take your puppy back to its 
own training ground for this 
lesson. Attach some rope or 
string to the end of the lead and 
having told it to “sit,” slowly 
back away for about two or 
three yards. If the puppy 
attempts to move shout “sit” in 
a firm voice, looking at it all the 
time with steady eyes. Stop, 
then call “come.” With the right 
hand signal for it to come, and 
with the left hand give a very 
gentle pull on the rope or 
string. Never tug the puppy on 
this exercise. Give the dog full 
praise when it obeys, and make 
it “sit” in front of you as you do 
so. 

Repeat the procedure once or 
twice, but not more at this 
stage, as the puppy will become 
bored and will not obey. 

Next day, lenghten the rope 
and continue to do so every day 
until the exercise can be 
successfully completed from 
anite a distance, 

Ifthe punpy | 
complete confidence in its train- 
then it, will he able to 
preceed to the next step. In 
this, the iead is slipped off and 
the trainer walks away from his 
charge knowing that the puppy 
will stay put. Then turn around 
and call “come,” while giving 
the same indication with the 
right hand. A good pupil will 
come immediately and sit at its 
trainer’s feet. The puppy will 
enjoy this exercise, but the 
suecess of it depends entirely 
on you. Progress can be slow, 
but it is important never to be 
impatient or to lose your 
temper. Once a puppy ioses 
faith in its trainer, it is difficult 
to restore and you will find 
yourself back at the beginning 
of training. This is most’ tire- 
some, both for the dog and 
Lreiner, and can lead Lo Lroubie- 
some disobedient behaviors for 
life.

Michigan’s forests, covering 
more than half of Michigan’s 
land area, have been the basis 
for vreat industries throughout 
our history and ielp make 
Michigan one of the most 
beautiful uf all states.

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Losing battle for aged 


OLDER CITIZENS are losing the game of catch-up 
more seriously than other segments of the population 
despite the fact that they can least afford it. 

it would s@em that this wouid be a poor time io 
make this point, just as the hundreds of thousands on 
Social Security have received *! sir first checks with a 7 
per cent increase, Furthermore, they .are assured of 
getting another 4 per cent increase in three months for 
a total of 11 per cent. 

Unfortunately, as their admittedly small checks go 
up their costs for three essentials are also increasing. 
One is food and the latest report is that food has risen 
more than 20 per cent in a year. Another is lodging, and 
in most instances the elderly have or are about to have 
increases in fees for nursing and shelter care or have 
had increases in their property taxes. Finally, there is 
health care, and the costs of Medicare to the aged are 
rising along with their Social Security checks. 

In the last year before Medicare, direct medical 
costs for older patients were estimated at 10.3 per cent 
of their income. At the high point of the program (from 
the viewpoint of the aged) that percentage dropped to 
6.3 in 1968-69. Since then, it has been rising steadily 
and is estimated that last year it was up to more than 8 
per cent. , 

Because the costs of Medicare exceeded the 
estimates as doctor and hospital bills jumped each 
year, the federal government has sought to chip away 
ai that cost. It has increased steadily the amount of 
“first charges” the patient must nay,, reduced the 
period ui time the program pays fur nursing home care 
and has not permitted ihe “reasonable charges” which 
it pays physicians to keep up with the higher standard 
charges, thereby throwing a greater burden on the 
patient. 

* Now there are two other threats to the health 
security older persons were promised with the advent 
of Medicare. The first is the danger that medical costs 
will skyrocket if all price controls are lifted as is being 
considered by the administration. The second is that 
the advent of the proposed national health insurance 
program will water down the aid to the aged by 
spreading the coverage thinner over a greater number. 

Heaith protection reform must not be permitted to 
become a battle between the young and the oid for the 
government's health dollar.

. No Need For Shortage 


The gasoline shortage has shown that the public 
can no longer afford to ignore the obvious storm 
signals when leaders of an industry warn that 
repressive policies and measures threaten the 
industry's capacity to meet consumer demand. At the 
moment, the U. S. forest products industry is on what 
might be called “The Endangered Species” list, and a 
top industry authority explains why in no uncertain 
terms. 

The danger, he believes, lies in the failure to 
distinguish between the goals of preservationists and 
the goals of environmentalists. The objective of the 
forme, fe says, “...is to stop the use of land for the 
production of commodities, and, secondly, if 
nroductian cannat he prevented, then their goal must 
be to make the commodity as expensive as possible.”

MSU Archaeology Crew will, 
Survey Fur-Trade Route 


EAST LANSING — Michi- 
gan's inland waterway just 


south of the Mackinac Straits © 


will be the locale of an 
archaeological survey and test 
excavations over the next two 


“summers by Michigan State 


University anthropology facul- 
ty and students. 

Survey work will be under- 
taken this summer, and exca- 
vations in the second year. 

The inland water route has 
been used, in turn, by Indians 
and fur-traders, by tourists: in 
the 1870s who went on day-long 
boat excursions, by loggers in 
Michigan's lumbering days, and 
in more recent years by owners 


The Indians and fur-traders 
used the 35 to 40 mile route, 
particularly when there were 
storms at the Straits, going ‘all 
the way from Lake Huron at 
present-day Cheboygan to Lake 
Michigan at present-day Petos- 
key, except for a short portage 
ut the western end of the route. 

An “historical marker,” 
placed by the Michigan Histor- 
ical Commission in a small park 
overlooking Burt Lake, identi- 
fies the route as one used by 
Indians and fur-traders. 

The water chain begins in the 
west and flows from Crooked 
Lake, through Crooked River 
to Burt Lake, through Indian 
River to Mullett Lake, through 
Black River to Lake Huron. 

The archaeologicai project is 
funded by a $75,100 grant from 
the National Science Founda 
tion, The grant was accepted 
by the MSU Board of Trustees 
at its regular monthly meeting 
Friday (April 19). 

MSU faculty in charge are 
Dr. Charles E. Cleland and Dr. 
William A. Lovis. 

Dr. Cleland is professor of 
anthropology and MSU Muse- 
um curator of anthropology. 
Dr. Lovis is assistant professor 
of anthropology and MSU Mu- 
seum curator of Great Lakes 
Archaeology. The crew of about 
a dozen persons will include 
MSU undergraduate and grad- 
uate students in anthropology. 

The excavations, to be made 

in the second summer of the 
project, will be of prehistoric 
village sites, and will not 
involve Indian burial grounds, 
Lovis said. 
- Goal of the project, Lovis 
said, is identification of the 
natural variables influencing 
village locations, and to exam- 
ine ceramic styles and their 
regiona! variations. 

The project area, Lovis said, 
has never been surveyed arch- 
aeologically, except for Pon- 
shewaing Point on Crooked 
Lake where an MSU crew 


working in the summer of 1970. 
excavated decayed remains of. 


uwo long oval structures which 
had been part of a Lale 
Woodland Indian community. 

In the summer of 1972, 
Cleland directed and Lovis, 
then a graduate student, super- 
vised field operations in a “dig” 
in the Charlevoix area where 
prehistoric remains were found 
at a Pine River site. Local 
contractors putting up condo- 
miniums delayed their work to 
allow the six weeks’ intensive 
excavation by a seven-man 
MSU team. Artifacts found 
were from Late Archaic, Middie 
Woodland and Late Woodland 
fas, Spanning trum about 1600 
B.C. to the time of Europeans 
making contact with the Indians 
in the 17th century.

MT, PLEASANT—Washing- 
ton, D.C., is at least 800 miles 
removed from the residents of 
Michigan's northern lower pen- 
insula.

Review” (WWIR). 

WWIR went on the air in 
February, 1967. It won local 
Emmy awards in 1968-69, and 
became the first station - 
produced series to be transmit- 
ted nationally over the Public 
Broadcasting Service in 1969. § 

When funding for the show 
was in. doubt last year, over 
15,000 viewers, both Republic- 
ans and Democrats, wrote 
urging to keep WWIR on the 
air. Time magazine eaglled 
WWIR one of 1973's “most 
welcome survivors” after its 
renewal was assured by a grant 
from the Ford Foundation. 

The secret of the show's 
appeal lies in the ability of its 
panelists to make the viewers 
feel they are getting a guided 
tour through the inner sanc- 
tums of Washington's political 
maze. 

“It’s a glimmer of light in the 
pea soup at ole foggy bottom,” 
wrote one viewer. 

Dr. Albert F. Palm, CMU 
Assistant. Professor of political 
science, says WWIR is “a 
highiy informative program 
that gives viewers an idea of 
the variety of viewpoints held 
by the Washington press corps 
- a group of reporters viewed 
by the public as being almost 
totally liberal.” 

WWIR shuns the formal 
narrative style of reporting the 
“inside dope” and instead uses 
dialogue. The viewer finds an

The three regular panelists 
are Peter Lisagor, Washington 
bureau’ chief for the Chicago
